He entered 
the Y one-half mile south’ of Hegewisch on 
time, he thought, and reached Hegewisch on 
time... He séid: 

As.a westbound train it became necessary for 
me to get orders and I did so. The order on the 
morning of the wreck was to go on and mect the 
eastbound train at Colehour. We were about on 
time and were running, I should say, when we 
struck the eastbound train about thirty miles an 
hour. I did not see the other train as I was in a 
rear coach and did not know anything was wrong 


until I felt the crash, : 
" Wee, did. you get your orders last Thursday 


morning 

“ At Hobart, Ind.” : 

“Did you receive subsequent orders at any 
other intervening station between Hobart and 
the scene of the collision?” 

“We did not. There were no orders at Hege- 
wisch and we proceeded on the last order se- 
cured, that given us at Hobart, Ind.” 

This order, or the engineer’s copy of it, was 
then shown the jury. 

| Stery of Engineer Hart. 

Maurice P. Hart of Chicago, the engineer 
of the milk train, appeared upon the stand 
with his left arm bandaged. For seventeen 
years lie had been a Pennsylvania railway en- 
gineer, but he had had the milk train run 
only three days. He testified: 

Thureday last was my third day on the run 
with the milk train between Valparaiso and Chi- 
cago. As we had been running the trains it woutd 
have been nécessary for my train to have stopped 
at Hegewisch had I not received other orders, 
which were not annulled, and which let me go 
on. By theregular time card the two 
trains were due to pass at Eggers, one mile south 
of Colehour, but When the long World’s Fair 
trains were put on it was found that- the side- 
tracks at Eggers would not hold the trains, and 
this made special orders necessary each day to 
provide a passing place for the two trains.

Engineer Has His Ankle Broken as He 
_ Sumps—Passengers Escape Injury. 

By reason of a mistake a late Fair train and 
a wild engine collided on the Ili

shares of stock were sold, as. the 
bill declares, ‘“ mostly among people 
of limited means . throughout the United 
States, many of whom were poor and in- 
vested their savings relying on the dividends 
as their only means of support ;’’ that the par 
value of the stock was $200,000, but $176,- 
000 was realized therefrom; that Saylor’s 


bill for the sale of the stock. was. $99,999.99, 


but out of a charitable consideration for the 
stockholders who had invested.all their means, 
he deducted $3,000 from the account, and 
was paid the difference. 3S 
‘ Saylor Called a Rascal, 
The bill sets up in strong terms that Saylor 
and the directors of the company ‘relied for 
immunity from the consequences of his dis- 
honest and thieving transactions on the fact 
that the stockholders of the company were 
impecunious and widely separated and would 
be unable to expose such rascality in a court 


of justice.” 
With an inducement of- $12.50 on each 


share Mr. Saylor, they say, sent out the fol- 


lowing prospectus to aid the sale of stock : 

The actual net profits from the ‘sale of our 
bread will exceed two cents per loaf, and that on 
pies will exceed five cents per pie. To give a con- 
servative estimate, however, of the annual profits 
on these articles, we will, for example; place the 
profit on bread at one-half cent per 
loaf, and that on pies one cent/péer pie. If twen- 
ty-five bakeries were established, averaging 3,000 
loaves of bread and 1,000 pies per day, it would 
equal an annual profit on this basis of $136,875 
on bread and $46,625 on pies, allowihg nothing 
for our profits on cakes, buns, ete., which will be 
large. This will enable us to‘pay a dividend to 
our stockholders of $18.35 for each share of 
stock. We do not see how if can be less than 
this sum and it may be more, A. few hundred 
dollars invested in our capital stock now will un- 
doubtedly return to the investor a handsome in- 
come.

Europe has issued a statement to the effect 
that the naval revolt at RioJaneiro was not 
inspired by patriotic motives,as President 
Peixoto has in no way violated the Constitu- 
tion. 

Rome, Sept. 9.—A telegram from Rio Ja- 
neiro says the Government of Brazil has given 
full reparation and indemnity for the action 
of Brazilian soldiers in firing at a launch con- 
veying the Italian Consul ashore from a visit 
toan Italirn cruiser, on which occasion an 
Italian sa‘lor was killed. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 9.—A_. cable 
message has been received at the State De- 
partment from Thomas L. Thompson, United 
States Minister to Brazil, that there is danger 
of the bombardment of Rio by the revolu- 
tionary fleet, and in view of that fact martial 
law has been declared, Prior to the receipt 
of Minister Thompson’s message the Navy 


Department had determined to take time by 


the forelock, and orders were sent. to Capt. 
Terry, commanding the United States cruiser 
Newark, now fitting out at Norfolk, Va., to 
hurry up his preparations for departure and 
to set sail without delay for Rio. The Newark 
will probably leave Norfolk next Monday or 
Tuesday. It is believed at the Navy Depart- 

ment the cruiser Charleston arrived at Rio to- 
day.

Maneuvers of Armies and Fleets May Por- 
tend Trouble.

James Gordon Bennett.|/—The visit of the 
Russian fleet to Toulon Oct. 13 continues to 
absorb public attention. -Not only France 
but the whole of Europe understands that it 
is an event of high political importance. 
' Paris will give the Russian sailorsan enthu- 
siastic reception. The pragram prepared is 
that on the arrival of the fleet at Toulon under 
the command of Admiral Alevarne and the 
Grand Duke Alexis President Carnot will 
proceed to that port. and bring the 
Grand Duke, who will be escorted by ninety 
Officers and 250 sailers of‘ his fleet, to Paris. 
All the streets and‘ béulevards , - of 
Paris, from the Paris, «Lyons and 
Mediterranean railroad ‘terminus: to the 
Champs Elysées, will be decorated with flags 
and will be illuminated at night through- 
out the stay of the Russian sailors. Numer- 
ous fétes will be given in their honor, includ- 
ing a grand ball at the Hotel de Ville, tend- 
ered them by the municipality, a perform- 
ance at the opera, and a review of troops at 
Longchamps, in which the Russian sailors 
will take part, together with a detachment of 
French sailors in the march past. 

The visit will be an-imposing manifesta- 
tion, and it will also be the reply of the 
Franco-Russian alliance to the diplomacy of 
the triplealliance. 

Germany fully understands the importance 
of this event and replies in advance to the 
manifestation by announcing it will send an 
additional German squadron to the Mediter- 
ranean, and that, it is added in Germany, if 
France authorizes Russia to establish a coal- 
ing station on any of the French islands in 
those waters Italy will accord a similar favor 
to Germany on ‘one of its islands between 
Sardinia and Corsica. 

This news renders the political world 
anxious, a feeling which has not been dimin- 
ished by Emperor William’s recent speeches 
at Metz, or by the tone of the official German 
press, which is each d#f becoming more ag- 
gressive. Up td the present the French press 
has made no reply, but it is to be feared that 
in the enthusiasm and joy caused by the 
presence of the Russian fleet French press 
writers may forget to persist in this wise line 
of conduct. 

The diplomacy of Germany is also workmg 
to enroll Engiand in the triple alliance. Lord 
Rosebery, angered by the Siam affair, may 
yet yield to these solicitations, 

The relations between France and Italy are 
a little less strained, but a revival of the dis- 
pute growing out of the Aigues-Mortes inci- 
dent is still to be feared. 

To sum up, the political situation in Europe 
continues to gruw darker, but it is possible 
some favorable gale may suddenly disperse 
the gathering clouds. It is alse possible the 


seriousness of the situation is nat visible to 


the general public, but I can safely affirm 
that diplomatists think the horizon is very 
cloudy.

BERLIN’S WATER PRODUCES CHOLERA 


Alarm in the Public Mind Over Recent In- 
vestigations=-Tired of Tariff War. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) * 

Burtis, Sept. 9.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World]—The public mind is uneasy in regard 
to the Berlin water supply. Four cases of 
cholera have resulted from the drink- 
ing of Spree water. It has {been 
claimed that the stream is pure, and 
consequently free from cholera germs, but 
Neisener’s discovery contradicts. that asser- 
tion. Experiments at the Berlin Hygienic 
Institute by Prof. Rubner and Dr. Davids of 
the imperial navy show that Siemens’ water- 
boiling apparatus effectually destroys all 
cholera germs, Water that has been boiled 
is passed through water in process of 
being heated, and thns the water al. 
ready « boiled is qtiickly cooled and 
ready for use at a great saving 
of cost.° The expersments of Messrs. Rubner 
and Davids prove that all cholera germs are 
destroyed. The cost of sterilizing, say, 20,000 
pints of water is less than 650 cents, The ap- 
paratus feeds itself. Sixty pinte can be ster- 
ilized in an hour with it, and it occupies only 
a emall space. 

The obtaining of bacteriological proof: of 
Asiatic cholera has been much - facilitated 
lately by the Dunham process, introduced by 
Prof. Koch, of breeding the comma 
bacillus’ in a ‘solution of alkali and 
peptone. This process permits proof 
of the presence -of the cholera bacillus 
in as brief a period 4s six hours occasionally, 
and in all cases within twenty-four hours. 
The presence of the comma bacillus hag been 
detected in persous with no other symptom of 
cholera and seemingly in perfect health. It 
must be mentioned, though, that those per- 
sons had been in area nal communi- 
dation with sufferers from Asiatic cholera. 
These new discoveries prove that the bacillus 
may be present in the system in a non-poison- 
ous state. So far, nobody has discovered 
what produces the virus. The old theory is 
still believed that disturbed functions of the 
stomach or intestines will develop the cholera 
if the bacillus is in the system,

MEMORIAL WINDOW TO DR, HUMPHREY. 


It Will Be Unveiled at First Presbyterian 
3 Church. 


In memory of the Rev. Dr. Z. M, Humphrey, 


| who was pastor of the First Presbyterian 


Church at Indiana avenue ‘and Twenty-first 
street from 1858 to 1868, a memorial window

The Radicals have now 
another strong argument for demanding the 
abolition of the upper chamber, and the Lon- 
don Chroniclé, voicing their sentiments, de- 
clared yesterday morning in reply to the 
peers’ defiance of public opinion and the de- 
cision of the representative majority in the 
Commons: “ The abolition of the House of 
Lords now becomes a plank of the Radical 
platform. . . . It is useless mincing 
words,”’ 

An analysis of the composition of the 
majority will furnish arguments in favor of 
the new Radical plank. Of the 419 members 
who voted for rejection 113 are Irishmen sit- 
ting in the Lords under British titles or as the 
representatives of Irish Lords who have in- 
herited titles purchased by ancestral betrayal 
of Ireland. Not one manof the 113 could 
obtain election in &ny parliamentary constitu- 
ency in twenty-seven of the thirty-two coun- 
ties of Ireland. They represent nothing but 
the narrow prejudices of their’ class. It was 
on the advice of these men that the Lords re- 
jected the Irish compensation for disturbances 
bill in 1878, and the rejection of that measure 
was but the prelude tothe introdu¢tion and 
passage of the drastic Gladstonian land acts 
of the early eighties, which have resulted in 
reducing the incomes of their lordships. 
Those 118 Irish Tories with seats in the House 
of Lords were assisted in rejecting the home 
rule bill by the Bishops of a church threatened 
with early overthrow and bya lot of name- 
less nobodies who probably cast their first 
vote last Friday. 

Nor will the manner of dealing with the 
bill commend itself to the British people. 
Though the measure was debated eighty-two 
days in the Commons by the real represent- 
atives of the people. the peers gave it only 
three days’ consideration before they con- 
cluded to reject it. Lord Rosebery in his 
excellent speech pointed out the error of such 
a course of action on the part of peers like 
the Duke of Devonshire and Lord Selbourne, 
who seven years ago admitted the necessity 
of some form of home rule for Ireland. Had 
those peers considered the bill and amended 


.it even to the extent ®f emasculation they and 


those who act with them would have been ina 
better position before the people of England. 
They have managed, however, to put them- 
selves wholly in the wrong, and that counts 
for homerule. Nothing need be said of the 
so-called arguments against the measure. 
They were merely appeals to the passions, 
prejudices, and interests of a privileged class. 

The point that Lord Salisbury made against 
the continued representation of Ireland in the 
Imperial Parliament might have been well 
taken were he not at variance with his associ- 
ates Devonshire and Chamberlain in that 
matter. Besides, the arrangement is in a 
measure provisional and may not extend be- 
yond the experimental stage of home rule. 

As to the future of the bill it is probable 
that the Lords will haveanathet opportunity 
to reject it next year. It will. be first intro- 
duced in that body 80 as to gave the time of 
the House of Commons, When the election 
laws are amended’ so as.to secure the regis- 
tration of the Liberal voters without: expense 
the people of Great Britain will be asked to 
pass on the bill and on the House of Lords at 
the same time. That is the logic of the situa- 
tion which the peers have brought about. 


IT BURNS THE GARBAGE, 

The perambulating: garbage crematory 
tested in this city: on each of a few days 
last week promises to be a success where some 
other arrangements have failed and none 
have achieved all that was expected of them. 
The machine outwardly resembles a boiler 
eight feet long and four and a half feet in 
diameter, placed on a wagon. It is divided 
into three compartments, the garbage being 
consumed by fire in the middle one, after 
having been dried to the combustion point in 
the upper chamber. ‘The furnace is fed with 
kerosene, The reporter says: “ The capacity 
of this furnace is something enormous, It 
devours the vilest and most dangerous kind 
of garbage as fast as it can be thrown in. No 
odor is emitted from the machine other than 


that which comes outin the form of smoke 


fermen ~ es yet complained that it is 
offensive, 

The machine stems to be a model of cheap- 
ness, both in consi and use. The prime 
cost of one is said not to exceed $350, it can 
take care of the garbage of an a ward 
every two days, is operated by six ‘mien_be- 
sides the driver of a span of horses, and saves. 
. the cost due to employing fifteen to twenty- 
five wagons, since the refuse does not need to 
be hauled away many miles, but is burned 
upon the spot. Hence also it obviates the neces- 
sity of building any of the.

The stationar | crematory is now out of the 
question, as b jing far’ more costly than the 
movable one, “vesides having the disad vantage 
that it might ‘je objected to in the neighbor- 
hood, not on {ecount of the burning process 
but because o/ the team nuisance, which it 
would be hard'to obviate near a structure that 
had to dispose pf some 500 tons of refuse 
daily. Each of the wards in the city can be 
furnished with ite own movable crematory 
and the large-ones two at less than. a quarter 
of the cost of building the requisite number 
of stationary furnaces; most of the immense 
cost of cartagg*needed in the latter case will 
be done away With, as well as the scarcely 
tolerable nuisance of garbage wagons passing 
through the streets at all hours of the day, to 


say nothing of abolishing the garbage dumps 


that now befdul the atmosphere at numerous 
places around the city. The adoption of the 
perambulating crematory promises to be one 
of the most important municipal reforms in- 
troduced in Ohicago during the lifetime of the 
present genération.

THE CONCENTRATED ESSENCE OF FOLLY. 
Gov. Waite of Colorado was in this city day 
before yesterday and was received by the Na- 
tional Commission, He abused their courtesy 
by making a speech in which he said that— 

Congress had given Colorado tne right to make 
silver a legal tender for the payment of obliga- 
tions within its boundary, and the United States 
Government had no right to interfere with this 
privilege. The action taken by Congress had 
thrown 80,000 families out of an occupation. 
There had not been such an act of tyranny in 200 
yoars. 

When Congres@ made silver dollars a legal 
tender in 1878 it gave to Coloradoans the 
same right to use them that it did the citi- 
zens of other States, That right or privilege 
has not been taken away and there is no in- 
tention of doing so. 

Congress never made the silver bullion 
of Colorado or any other State a legal tender. 

ut the citizens of that State can use that 
bullion in the future in the same manner 
that they have used it in the past, for the pay- 
ment of obligations, just as they have used 
their wool, coal, or anything else they pro- 
duce, 

Congress has made no contract or agree- 
ment of any kind with Colorado relative to 
silver. It has not bound itself to buy any 
specific quantity of the silver product of that 
State. Ithas been purchasing considerable 
silver for fifteen years, but it bought it in 
open market from the one offering it for the 
lowest price. Someof it came from Colo- 
rado no doubt, but if the government chooses 
to stop buying silver thére is no legal ormoral 
objection. In the meanwhile it is still buy- 
ing, and Coloradoans are’still seilmg, thless 
they are ask ing above the market prices. 

It is not true that “* 30, families’ or 
80,000 persons have been out of em. 
ployment in Colorado, nor hasa single per- 
son been thrown out of employment by the 
action of the United States Government, for 
the reason that no action has been taken. The 
silver purchases have not been stopped. The 
Treasury bought silver day before yesterday. 

Hence there hag been no “act of tyranny” 
on the part of the United States. If stopping 
silver coinage by Germany more than twenty 
years ago with the cessation of free coinage 
in India and the lessened use of silver by the 
various European nations constitute “acts of 
tyranny,” why does not Gov. Waite, who is 
not averse to wading in gore, cross the ocean 
and tell the heads of those foreign govern- 
ments plainly and profanely what he thinks 
of them and that if they do not stop op- 
pressing Colorado he will wipe them off the 
face of the earth? The United States has 
done nothing, so why blackguard and libel it? 

It was not worth while for Gov. Waite to 

me a thousand miles to talk his foolishness.
